LINCOLN MAN 
PLUNGES FROM 
DETROIT HOTEL 


Prominent Young Organist, Missing 


For Two Weeks, Leaps To His Death 
Early Friday Morning; Believed He 
Suffered Lapse of Memory. 


DETROIT, Feb. 19.— (By the Associated Press.)—A 


man believed to be William J. Hart, of Lincoln, Neb., ended 
his life early today by leaping from his room on the fourth 
floor of the Hotel Statler. 
Hart registered under the name of "William H. Wil- 


liams," February 10. .A note on his dresser said to notify 
W. E.' Hart, Lincoln, but gave no reason for his act. A bank 
book "in his pocket bore the name "W. J. Hart." 


He was so seriously Injured by 


the 60 foot fall from the hotel win- 
do"\v that he died fifteen minutes 
afte- his arrival at the hospital. 
He "\vas well dressed. Besides the 
bankbook a letter was found in his 
pocket beaiing the name "W. J. 
Hart." 
The body was taken to the county 


morgue pending word from Hart's 
parents in Lincoln. A message was 
hont to AV. E Hart In Lincoln ask- 
ing that they be instructed regard- 
ing the body.

Lands to Pioneer

HASTINGS, 
Neb . Feb. 19. — 


Alexander H. Cramer, pioneer and 
widely known business man here, 
will be laid at rest In Parkview 
cemetery Saturday afternoon. 
Mr. 


Cramer came to Hastings at the 
time the town was founded In 1872 
and only one man living now ante- 
dated him—C. K. Lawson. 
Death came following an Illness 


of less than a week with pneu- 
monia, and his wife Is still con- 
fined to her bed with an attack of 
Influenza, though her condition is 
not regarded as Immediately criti- 
cal.Mr Cramer never lost his In- 
terest In the development of Hast- 
ings and the surrounding county, 
which he loved with the passion of 
a pioneer 
' He was a leading flgilre In the 
struggles of 1875 and 1877 when 
the county seat was removed from 
Juniata to Hastings. 
During that 


period, he was county clerk, assum- 
ing the office in 1374 and sen Ing 
until the clerk of the district court 
became a separate office in 1873, 
when he was elected to that posi- 
tion and served two terms 


He served on the county board 


of supervisors 
in 1888 and 1889, 


and again from 1918 to 1922, and he 
was on the board of education for 
nine jears from 1881, four years 
of that time as secretary of the 
board 


Mr Cramer was one of a trio of 


early business men here, the other 
two of whom were George Pratt 
and C K Law-son 
The three kept 


bachelors' hall over the first gen- 
eral merchandise 
store, 
operated 


by Pratt 
& 
Lawson, 
and Mr. 


Cramer used often to tell of the 
days when he served as cook for 
the three, assisting 
in the store 


between meals 


In 1874, Mr Cramer secured the 


contract 
to 
sell 
Union 
Pacific 
lands, large tracts of which he sold 
for prices ranging from $3 to $S an 
acre 
He engaged in the abstract 


business in 1877, making the first 
complete set of abstract books in 
Adams county 


He opened the first Ford garage 


here, selling out his interest In the 
business In 1913, and re-engaging 
In the abstract, real estate and in- 
surance 
business, 
continuing 
in 


that until the end 
No one living 


here had a better or more compre- 
hensive knowledge of Hastings or

Phegley alleged that Evans was 


the cause of his wife's change In 
affections for him and that through 
promises of a life interest In one 
of the Evans farms and interest In 
personal property Mrs Phegley was 


led to secure a divorce. Ho main- 
tain* that hi* wife was *hot ac- 
cidentally at the Evan* farm «*rly 
in 1924. 
Witnesses for Evan* testified that 
during her life at the Evans farm, 
they had never seen anything Im- 
proper In the relations of Mrs. 
Phegley and Evans and that her 
relative* came often to visit her for 
long periods at a time. 
The defense centered Its ca*e 
around the testimony of. a crip- 
pled brother, Allen* Beer of Elgin, 
Neb., who told of visiting his sla- 
ter at the Evan* farm for five or 
six weeks on one occasion. He de- 
clared that when Mr*. Phegley left 
her husbajid In 1920, that there

Two hundred and sixty-two appli- 


cants will take the cliil service ex- 
amination Saturday for the position 
of clerk carrier in the Lincoln of- 
fice. This is the largest number of 
applicants that has ever taken an 
examination for such a position in 
the city.

THE CROAKER'S PREROGA- 


TIVE. 


The Fremont Herald takes exception to the atti- 


tude of certain of the Nebraska newspapers with 
reference to the "manufactured" calamity howl raised 
on behalf of agriculture. It is particularly aggrieved 
because sone of tho press of distinctive democratic 
sympathies have not fallen in line by flaying the ad- 
ministration for its failure to "do something for the 
farmer." It suggests those newspapers which have 
counseled against artificial remedies have betrayed 
their trust.

"'Hush!' has ever been the watchword of the op- 


pressors everywhere," The Herald declares. 


There is a wide difference between 
constructive 


and destructive criticism. No man should .take pride 
m attacking existing conditions unless he or someone 
in whom he has faith is prepared to suggest better 
methods of doing business. Unfortunately the cam- 
paign -which developed in some of the Corn Belt 
states was wholly destructive. 


Take the case of Iowa as an example. It has been 


published widely from coast to coast that 
business, 


industrial and financial conditions in Iowa were des- 
perate 
People in other states were given to under- 


stand that most of the Iowa farmers were broke; 
that business was suffering heavily as a result and 
that ruin faced the people of that state. Now that 
is hardly a true picture which some well-meaning 
people of Iowa gave to the world. There are thous- 
ands of farmers in Iowa who are still comfortably 
situated and who are doing- well. No one believes 
that Iowa Is going bankrupt, and that all of tlJkse 
fine institutions which represent nearly three-quar- 
ters of a century of work and building will be toppled 
to the ground. 
Iowa has suffered most severely 


from over-speculation in farm lands and her losses 
have been terrific. It will take hard work and lots of 
it to repair the damage but Iowa farmers can and 
will make the grade. They had a harder fight In the 
earlier years than they face now. 


Who believes Iowa Improved her conditions by the 


squealing of certain of her politicians and bankers 
and other interested parties? The cold facts are that 
some) oC ttee* men were raising an outcry because 
they waftted to escape the punishment of their busi- 
ness folly. If they had accepted their losses quietly 
and had gone ahead to rehabilitate their fortunes, 
they would have been infinitely better off than to 
have published their misfortune to the world. 


Nebraska newspapers resented the effort to pin 


this state to the Iowa tall because no such condi- 
tions revailed here at home. Agriculture in Neb- 
raska did not pass through the feverish period of 
speculation which developed in lova. Prices of farm 
lands did not mount so high. They did not have so 
far to fall. Back in 1921, the Nebraska farmes took 
stock of their position and since that time they have 
been steadily improving the conditions in this state. 
To publish to the world that agriculture In Nebraska 
was bankrupt and facing a hopeless prospect was a 
atross libel against the major Industry of this state. 
That was why the croakers found themselves listen- 
ing to their own dismal'croaking. Few men actively 
engaged in farming have had time or Inclination to 
listen to the». 'Few people in other walks of life had 
attached great significance to their utterances. 
' There has never been a more complete collapse of 
a movement calculated to enlist the united support of 
a great section of this country than that which has 
attended the effort of the politicians and others to 
enroll the farmer in a class war. It Is the privilege 
of the croaker to croak but he should have some 
foundation before he starts his discordant racket. 


HIKING FOR HEALTH'S SAKE. 


As a starter in the direction of physical regenera- 


' tion, the decision of Lincoln Lions' club members to 


do 100 miles each month on foot sets an example 
which many others might follow with profit. It can- 
not be said that the standard the Lions have marked 
for themselves is unduly exacting. If the walking 
were done all at once, it would mean nothing more 
than a 45-ininute stroll daily. But as men have to 
get about quite a bit in the usual course of busi- 
ness, anyway, most of those imposing the 3-mile 
regulation -will not have to give anything like that 
amount of time to continuous pedestrian exercise. 


To get the most benefit out of their perambulation 


pact, the Lions club members should practice their 
stunt regularly and not by fits and starts. Ten miles 
of walking one day, and sitting inactive the next, does 
one less good than to get out every day and cover 
3 or 4 miles. The man who does his dally constitu- 
tional will find himself fitter than if he were to take 
his exercise in allopathic doses two or three days 
apart. 


Better circulation, deeper breathing, and a keener 


appetite are but a part of the compensation to be 
gained by using one's natural means of i locomotion 
instead of depending on the automobile all the time. 
When a citljen walks 
down town in the morning, 


for Instance he has more opportunity and leisure for 
seeing the sights along: his route than by viewing 
them through the window of his car as it speeds 
along at 20 or 25 miles an hour. He has time to note 
residential changes and improvements, to appraise 
and appreciate* the -witching artistry of fine winter 
landscapes when roofs, lawns, trees, and shrubbery 
are covered with snow; to welcome the first green 
vegetation of spring and the return of the birds; In 
short, to get acquainted with the world about him. 


Twenty-five, thirty and forty years ago, it was 


not uncommon for professional and business men to 
walk from home to their downtown offieea and shops 
in the morning. Not only that, but a good many f 
them were habituated to going home at noon, stop- 
ping en route at a butcher shop (not a "meat mar- 
ket") and buying* a steak or a bunch of pork chops 
for the wife to cook for the midday meal; then back 
on foot to the place of business. Of course, there 
were some, even In tho«,« days, who rolled down town 
ia their palatial horse-drawn equipages in the morn- 
ing and back home in tk« Mime itjrle after working 
hours; but they were th* exception. 


Advancing civilization, with its innumerable de- 


vices for reducing human effort In order to attain 


one's needs, has not been altogether a good thing. 
This generation would unquestionably be better off 
If It were using more shoe leather and lets rubber on 
automobile tires. The Lions club evidently recognizes 
this fact and 
If going to do U* bit In combatting 


modern conditions that 
tend to make men 'soft, 


flabby and fat. 


It Is to be hoped that the Liona will stick to their 


"hundred miles a month" resolve; or, better still that 
they make it 'three and a third miles every day."'In 
nice weather they can get around different parta of 
the city, which will doubtless look to many of them 
like a strange place. When it is raining or snowing 
they can go up to the new capltol and traverse Its 
magnificent interior distances a time, or two, as thu 
newspaper reporters do every day. 


EVERE«T SAFE FROM INVASION. 


Interest in the attempts to scale the dlzry heights 


of Mount Everest, ,the. loftiest mountain peak In thft 
world. Is revived in the report from Captain J. B. L. 
Noel, official photographer of the 1922 an^ the 1924 
ill-fated expeditions that the Dalai-Lama of Tibet is 
hostile to fresh efforts to reach the roof of the 
world. 
More substantial objections than local, fears and 


suspicion furnish the basis of the antagonism. 
The 


Tibetan government has never looked with favor upon 
these temporary invasions of the people of western 
Europe, although their mission has been purely sci- 
entific and entered in the friendliest of spirit. For 
countless years its borders were closed to the white 
man save for a few of the more adventurous souls 
who risked death to penetrate its secrets. 
The 


tragic outcome of the 1924 attempt may in a large 
measure explain the altered attitude of the Dalai 
Lama. Its members cannot understand, as a sport- 
ng proposition, why men should risk life and limb 
and endure the terrific hardships entailed in moun- 
tain climbing for love of adventure 
and science. 


'Neither the sporting spirit nor the curiosity of geo- 
oglsts, botanists, and zoologists are comprehensible 
to them," Captain Noel says. They can only believe 
;here is some hidden, ulterior motive. 


The failures 
which have marked every expedi- 


tion to Mount Everest, scientists agree, have been 
chargeable to artificial as well as natural handicaps. 
The hostile atmosphere of Tibet, born out of years of 
antipathy to strangers, has never permitted ample 
time for preparation. It was the theory of the gal- 
ant Mallory and others who have given up their 
ives in the effort to climb Everest that latest hopes 
of success were contingent upon a long period of 
training and acclimation. 
The previous expeditions 


had to be content with hasty dashes. The season when 
conditions are favorable to climbing is very short. 
Only between June and September is it possible for 
men to survive any long period In these highest alti- 
udes. Mallory believed a year should be given to 
ntensive training upon the slopes before the final 
dash to the top. It was Mallory's conviction that no 
period short of two years would allow for adequate 
preparation for the ordeal. 


The altitudes of 27,000 feet have been reached with 


comparatively little effort. 
In 1924 It was demon - 


trated men could sleep at that heighth and arise in 
he morning, 
refreshed and ready "'lor the day's 


work. Porters carried baggage that far. At 28,000 
eet the final stretch of rock begins, a sharp ascent 
made doubly difficult by the treachery of the foot- 
ng. Mallory and Irvine had reached it in the 1924 
limb, and were pushing upward when they disap- 
eared suddenly from view. What became of them 
las never been determined. Noel believes they kept 


to the top only to perish from their exertions. l 


Norton reached 
28,000 feet but In one hour's con- 


inuus effort advanced only eighty feet and was 
orced to quit, completely 
spent 
and exhausted. 


Starting at 27,000 feet Somervell had to rest every 
ither step. 


The failure of these magnificent climbers strength- 
ns the belief that no one will succeed until Tibet 
draws aside the veil and permits the next Everest 
:xpedition to take all the time needed to get ready for 
he final assault upon the tow.ering rocks which lift 
hemselves 29,002 feet in the air. 


AN AFRICAN RACE PROBLEM. 


The race issue is now the most acute one in South 


Africa where 1,500,000 Europeans are living among a 
nass of 6,000,000 natives, who are anxious for a 
-reater measure of self governruent. 
The natives 


.re increasing in numbers in greater proportion than 
re the whites, immigration from Europe being llm- 
ted to persons of certain occupations only. All of 
he manual labor Is performed by the natives, who 
re said to be developing economically, as well as In 
ducatlon and organization. 
The natives and mulattoes possess the right of 
ranchlse in Cape Colony, but in none of the other 
tates of the South African Union. In Cape Col- 
ny, it is stated they do not exercise the right to 
ole to any great extent and governmental leaders, 
ncludlng Gen. Hertzog, the South African prime min- 
ster, are advocating depriving them of the prlvi- 
ege. 


In lieu of the franchise which the natives r,ow 
ave in Cape Colony, It Is proposed to allow all of 
he blacks in-the Union to elect seven Europeans to 
epresent them in the legislative assembly. Under 
he proposal mulattoes would be given all of the 
ights and privileges of Europeans, but strangely 
nough such a plan Is opposed by both blacks and 
mulattoes, who see in it a scheme to divide them in- 
o separate camps so that both can be more easily 
andled by the whites. 
In addition to allowing the natives to elect whites 
o represent them in the assembly, it is proposed 
o grant them complete local government They are 
o be allowed to set up their own tribal or territorial 
overnments and elect their own people to administer 
hem. 
They are not to be allowed, however, to have 


nythlng to do with the general government, except 
hro.ugh the seven Europeans who are to be their 
utative representatives. 
While the situation is rather acute, it is believed 
hat the problem will be solved, as tho natives are 
uite willing to accept complete segregation, having 
heir own parliament to legislate for them, subject 
o Imperial control from London. Something of this 
Ind seems quite certain In-the near future.

A DIFFERENCE 
OVER METHODS. """"" 


Something more than tax funds is at stake in this 
lash between house and senate conferees over the 
rovisions of the revenue measure. It is a matter of 
restige and of getting out from under with the least 
rrltation. The senate has been accustomed to having 
ts own way very largely In the difference-j of opin- 
on between the two legislative bodies.

(t ran the tables for feed In* the <th and Tth month* last Friday.) 
Any well cooked cereal or vegetable that the family uses, can b 
given to the baby. It is wise to have spinach two or three times a vreel 
for Us high iron and vltamincontent. It is also wise for all babies t< 
be having pure cod liver oil. (It Is a preventive and cure for rickets.! 
Begin with one-quarter teaspoonful and increase slowly to one table 
spoonful. This can be given before one of the 'meals. Remember tha 
sunshine Is also effective in preventing and curing Rickets. 
Feed the Baby at 6—10—2—6—10.

Ing: the third week, at the 10 A. M. feeding; and finally the 6 A. M. and 
10 P. M. feedings. If your baby has been having one bottle all along 
you can give him the same formula some stronger. And if he hasn't been 
having any bottle feedings, you can begin with half milk and half water; 
(better boil them togrether for 2 or 3 minutes, for a week's time.) In- 
crease the milk one-half ounce every .other day and decrease the water 
until whole milk is taken. No sugar need be used in this. 
If the milk is very rich, better take off one-third to one-half the 


creaifc when it gets to whole milk, at first. 
(If your baby Is not robust you should see a children's specialist

But, unfortunately the solar fire 
is beyond the reach of those who 
depend upon its radiation. Its vari- 
ations are Independent of all human 
interference or control, and, what Is 
equally unfortunate, there is no way 
In which another comparable source 
of heat can be substituted. 
Put Into allegorical 
form, this 
seems to be the substance of the 
claim made by the Clayton theory 
of the dependence of the earth's, 
weather upon the variability of the 
sun's radiation, a claim that cer- 
tainly has very strong observation- 
al evidence to support It. 
It is true that the solar variations 
ars not large—only from 3 to 5 per 
cent, ordinarily—but on the other 
hand the earth's weather is aston- 
ishingly delicate and sensitive in 
Its adjustments to controlling con- 
ditions, 
so 
that, 
as Professor 
Charles G. Abbot says, "very mod- 
erate changes In the sun's heat, 
without affecting the average te"m- 
peraturo of the world as a whole 
may yet make a difference between 
prosperity and failure in some lo- 
calities here on earth." 
It is only about ten years since 
H. H. Clayton began the studies 
which, it is now claimed, "show 
plainly that 
major 
changes 
ot 
barometer and temperature of the 
United States come from 
solar 
variations." 


Of course if the solar fluctuation 


of radiant energy amounted to a 
very large percentage, say 20 or 
more—which would be small com- 
pared with that of some of the 
variable stars—the result would be 
felt simultaneously all over the 
worM. But when it Is only from 3 
to 5 per cent, local conditions may 
mask its effects.^ rendering them 
Insensible except" where circum- 
stances tend to accentuate them. 
Only meteorologists have an ade- 
quate conception of the unsym- 
metric state of the atmosphere. It 
Is as "accldented" as the surface 
of the earth on which it rests. 
It has its barometric mountains, 
valleys, 
troughs, 
tablelands 
and 


larly persistent In location, while 
most shift hither and yon, sweep- 
ing Invisibly, but by no means In- 
sensibly over tha inhabitant* of the 
ground. It Is a viewless topog- 
raphy, 
composd 
of 
transparnt 
gases and filled with vapors which 
when changes of temperature con- 
dense or rarlfly thttn, appear ana 
disappear like skejcy ghosts. 
One of the most important effects 


of the solar radiation Is the crea- 
tion of winds and air currents. In- 
fluenced by the rotation 
of 
the 


globe, the greater 
currents 
are 
shaped Into cyclones and anti-cy- 
clones, and from these storms and 
fair weather aretborn. They consti- 
tute a worldwide system of atmos- 
pheric circulation,^ surrounding: th* 
globe, and shifting- now northward 
now southward, according as sum- 
mer or winter prevails In one hem- 
isphere or the other. 
It Is no wonder that the effects 


of fluctuations of the solar radia- 
tion, amounting to only 5 per cent 
at the most, are difficult to detect 
In detail when distributed through 
so changeable a medium. Directly 
opposite conclusions may be drawn 
from ovservations made at differ- 
ent stations. But the resources ot 
the Smithsonian Institute, persist- 
ently applied have not only ren- 
dered it possible to detect varia- 
tions of so little as 1 per cent in 
the solar radiations, but to give 
promise that their effects may here- 
after become predictable. 
An Interesting announcement is 
that just now the solar radiation, 
In defect for several years, Is on 
the upward grade.

person." 
Collectors Allen's statement follws: 
"Attention is called to the changed 


conditions applicable to Form 1099, 
based on the new revenue 
law. 
Forms for the year 1925 have al- 
ready been printed and distributed, 
but payers will please note that re- 
ports are required only in 'cases 
where payments are made of $1,500 
or more to a single person, 
and 


$3,500 or more to a married person. 
"Employers, and payers generally, 
mav not know of this change in the 
law, but being advised, they 
will 
note that not nearly so many forms 
1099 
will be required for 1925 as 
were used last year. 
These form reports are not to be 


filed with the local collector but 
should be mailed direct to commis- 
sioner of internal revenue, Wash- 
ington, D. C., in time to reach him 
by March 15, and package should 
be marked 'attention sorting sec- 
tion'."

$65,000 Bond Issue 


' When the York "Water Co. asked 
the state railway commission re- 
cently to approve a $65,000 
bond 
issue, its officers 
and 
directors 


overlooked the Nebraska limitation 
upon corporate Indebtedness, which 
forbids incurring any bonded ob- 
ligations to the extent of 
more 
than two-thirds the capital stock. 
The company had only J60,000 of 
stock outstanding, and 
therefore 


could not legally issue more than 
$40,000 of bonds. After having this 
called to its attention at a con- 
ference with the railway commis- 
sion last week, the company has 
presented a supplemental applica- 
tion for 'authority to declare 
a 


$40,000 stock dividend among 
its 
shareholders. If this were done, it 
would then have $100,000 nominal 
capital and could issue the $65,000 
of bonds. 
Here arises another 
difficulty. 
The Nebraska 
constitution 
says 
that "no corporation shall be per- 
mitted to Issue stock or bonds ex- 
cept for an equivalent in money 
paid or labor done, or property 
actually .received . . . and all ficti- 
tious increase of stock or indebted- 
ness shall be void." In the case of 
public utility corporations, it 
is 


further provided that "no dividend 
shall be declared 
or distributed 
except out of net earnings, after 
paying all operating expenses 
in- 


cluding a depreciation reserve." 
Before the railway 
commission 


can lawfully 
approve 
the 
new 
stock and the bonds, it will have 
to be convinced that both are rep- 
resented by money, labor or prop- 
erty, and are not fictitious in whole 
or in part.

county farm northwest of Platts- 
mouth, which 
the state guaranty 


fund commission recently made to 
George and Anna Snyder for $65,- 
000, 
is involved 
the story of a 


plucky farmer 
and his _wife who 
during the financial depression of a 
few years ago 
were 
threatened 


with the loss of their homestead, 
but have since succeeded in pulling 
themselves out of their difficulties 
and are once more on the highway 
to prosperity. 
The Snyders owned this farm 


when the 
bank 
of Cass county 


failed a few 
years ago, and as 
they were owing the bank a large 
sum, the land had to be turned over 
to the receiver in satisfaction of the 
debt. However, they continued to 
occupy it as tenants and continued 
raising crops and livestock. During 
the past four years they have paid 
$8,538 as rent for the use of the 
400 acres. Now, they have got back 
on a sufficiently firm footing to 
buy the 
land again, partly with 


borrowed money, paying $162.50 an 
acre for it. 
Mrs.'Snyder, in whose name the 
purchase was made, exercised her 
option to redeem the property un- 
der a contract made some time ago. 
The guaranty fund commission re- 
ceived $37,000 cash and she assumed 
$28,000 of mortgage encumbrance on 
the land. The Snyders expect to pay 
out on in within the next few years, 
after which the farm will be theirs 
with no one to dispute its posses- 
sion.

Hero Worshippers Sadly Mistaken in Kiting Boston 


Boy as the Mightiest Fighter in Ring History; 
Drink Habit Gripped Him and Thereafter Sully 
Was Mere Shell of Former Champion.

It savors of sacrilege In the men- 


talities of the old-timers for any- 
one to sally forth with the conclu- 
sion that John L,. Sullivan never 
was such a great shucks as a bat- 
tler—but records are record*, and 
they do not speak very enthusias- 
tically concerning the prowess of 
the "Boston Strong Boy." 
And backing up all the printed 
facts and figures are the last words 
of Billy Madden, who trained Sul- 
livan in the heyday of his career, 
who knew Sullivan In his prime 
and in the years of his decline— 
and who said: 
"Sullivan wai a great fighter just 
once In his lifetime. 
That wa» 
when he whipped Paddy Ryan in 
1882 
and won the championship. 


After that Sullivan won on hla 
reputation, not on real merit, for 
he started to slip right after he 
whipped Paddy." 


Madden . Telia Why. 


Madden declared further: 
"Few men lived who had the 
natural strength and power of Sul- 
livan at the time he won the title. 
He was one of those supermen: in 
condition to fight for a whole week 
without stopping:. He could take 
everything-that any man threw at 
him, never stop lunging in and 
when he hit It was with crushing 
force. He may not have been very 
scientific, for in his day science 
wasn't regarded as a great need. 
But he had what fighters needed 
then—bulldog 
courage, 
punching 
power, and brute-like strength. • 


Great in Beating Ryan. 


"On the day that John L. beat 
Ryan he could have whipped 
a 
townful of Corbetts, Jeffries, Fltz- 
simmonses and Dempseys. But I 
don't think he ever could have 
done it after that. For as soon as 
John won -his championship, the 
praise he got and the wild hur- 
rahing people gave him just turned 
his head and he thought he could 
whip anything In the world. In- 
cluding this John Barleycorn fel- 
low. 
And there's where he got 
the whipping that he never sot 
over. 
"The .bad part of it all is th it 
John never drank a drop before he 
was champion, but after that ie 
tried to make up' for the lost drink- 
Ing time of his 24 early years and 
drink got him. 


Drink 
Ruined Him. 


"It knocked out his endurance, 
it.killed off his speed, it made him 
fat and flabby and it Just ruined 
him as a great athlete, for when 
a man drinks he becomes slovenly 
in his athletic habits, lets down in 
training, ruins his digestion—and 
that's what it did to John." 
A perusal of Sullivan's record 
docs not glorify his reputed great- 
ness as a champion. After beat- 
ng Ryan, he took on a couple of 
fourth-raters and won from them. 
Then he tried to stop Tug Wilson, 
an English- pigmy—and failed In 
the four-round effort, amid a gen- 
eral razzing from the natives of 
New York, who expected much f 
him and were terribly disappointed. 
Balked by Mitchell. 
The echo from that hardly had 


died away when John L. mixed it 
with another diminutive English- 
man—Charlie Mitchell, the middle- 
weight—and 
before 
he 
beat 


Mitchell In that encounter of 188* 
Sullivan was made to look very 
'much unlike the great champion 
that he was reputed to be. For 
Mitchell made him miss most of 
his swings by three-foot marglnn 
and Mitchell bumped one Intp John 
that sent the champion sprawling1. 


In the same year he won from 


Herbert Slade, who was little more 
than a joke. After that he mixed 
It with men of the set-up variety 
through 
1*14—Fred 
Robinson, 


George Robinson, Alex Marx, Dan 
Henry, 
William JTlemlnr. 
Enos 
Phillips and others of the calibre 
who weren"t even rated asi good 
enough to be secondary sparring 
partners for a champion of today. 


What the Record Show*. 


In Sulllvan'l 
record, stretching 
from 1882. when he became cham- 
pion, until 1888, there does not ap- 
pear the name of a really formid- 
able fighter, unless Alex Greenfield 
and Domlnick 
McCaffrey can be 
called such. 
If they were of the 
type of 
"formidable fighters" of 
that day, then it Is little wonder 
that Sullivan endured as champion 
for so long, for neither Greenfield 
nor McCaffrey was within a mll« 
of the class of the fighters of the 
later day. 


• Sullivan fought the tiny Mitchell 
in 1888 in France, had 39 rounds in 
which to finish him—and couldn't 
turn . the trick. 
Does, anyone who 
thinks that Sullivan was-the great- 
est fighter of all time reckcwi that 
Mitchell could have held to a. draw, 
after 39 rounds of opportunity, such 
men as Corbett, Fits, Jeff, Johnson 
or Dempsey? 


Hard Pressed by Kilrain. 


A year later 
Sullivan took on 
Jake Kllraln. It required 
nearly 
three hours of frenzied effort—76 
rounds of fighting—for Sullivan to 
make Kilrain quit. And that fight, 
being staged 
utider l! the London 
prize ring rules, permitted wrest- 
ling, throwing and other rough 
stuff, in addition to punching. 
• 
Who can picture Jeffries or Fitz 
at their best—-or Dempsey of today 
—allowing any man to step along 
with them for 75 rounds, especially 
if the rules permitted any of that 
powerful trio to wrestle and throw 
men to the ground, as well as to 
slug them with a pair of mighty 
fists? 


Glorified by Worship. 


If anyone can imagine just that 


thing1 happening—or even go so fax 
a»s to imagine that none could do 
it even as rapidly as Sullivan—and 
that none of the three could stop 
Mitchell in 39 rounds—well, then, 
John L. Sullivan was the greatest 
heavyweight of all time. 
Otherwise, he was decidedly not, 
but he was merely a rugged, power- 
ful brawler, who li\-ed In an era 
when competition was almost negli- 
gible and when his ordinary deeds 
were glorified by hero worshippers 
who idolized a man—not his fistic 
prowess.

The usual system has been 
to

usually in getting perfect scores on 
the short holes. Arguments on this 
subject are about as old as the 
game of golf, but only a few clubs 
have broken away from the distance 
notion difficulty.
